_ How could the handful of Galilean fishermen and proletarians assembled 
after the Ascension become the founding fathers of the most powerful insti- 
tution on earth? And why did the Pharisees, the noblest men of their day, fail ? 


The Rev. P. M. Casady in his parish bulletin answers: The Holy Spirit 
couldn’t lead the Pharisees into all truth because they were convinced that they 
had already discovered all truth. It was merely a matter of applying it their 
way from now on. The disciples discovered new ways because they were 
flexible, humble, and willing to learn. The Spirit of God exalts the humble 
and tumbles the mighty from their seats because the humble follow Him, 
but the mighty try to ¢e// Him. 


These words are of the essence of history. Churchmen should ponder them 
and take them to heart. Ascensiontide and Whitsunday remind us that God 
through Christ and the Holy Spirit is the Helmsman of the Universe. The 
New Jerusalem must come down out of heaven. No group of men, whatever 
their credentials, have a monopoly upon God's grace. An ecclesiastical hier- 
archy ignores this truth both at the loss of its own integrity and to the degrada- 
tion of religion. The Ascension prevented the exaltation of Jesus as a local 
deity associated with the magic and superstition of paganism or his ultimate 
inclusion in Judaism as the touchstone of a sterile legalism. When Christian 
leaders forget the Ascension this danger reasserts itself. 


The eternal corrective for this danger is the presence of the Holy Spirit 
in the Church whereby we are saved from becoming slaves to “correctness” 
and are made the instruments of dynamic power. The redemption of the world 
waits upon our willingness to step out upon this promise. Thus Ascensiontide 
and Whitsunday will cease to be mere festivals in the Prayer Book and will 
become doors by which the truths of the Incarnation and the Resurrection are 
clothed with Power in Human Experience. Are we sufficiently flexible, 
humble, teachable, and consecrated to follow the leading of God’s Holy Spirit ?

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us will not like it. How then are we 
to approach the matter in any spe- 
cific case if we are to keep our own 
unity. We cannot approach it by 
evading the real issues. We have long 
done this. We have continued to tell 
the Christian world how much we 
want unity and have pretty nearly 
always drawn back when the issue 
becomes specific. We were willing at 
three General Conventions in succes- 
sion to declare our purpose to achieve 
organic unity with the Presbyterians. 
When it looked as if we were really 
getting somewhere—well, we know 
what happened in Philadelphia. I 
suppose that no one, not even those 
who rejoiced because the majority 
proposals were defeated, thinks that 
our performance there was very cred- 
itable. Our action was ambiguous, 
confused and faltering, and it went 
a long way towards taking from us 
such leadership in the unity move- 
ment as we have had. But whether I 
am right or wrong in that judgment 
does not really matter; for the impor- 
tant point is that what happened 
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there, obviously, did not help our 
own unity. 

Now clearly we cannot avoid deal- 
ing with the problems of unity. There 
are too many of our people, clergy 
and laity, who are determined to go 
forward believing that only so can 
we fulfill God’s purpose for us. Pres- 
byterians, Methodists, Lutherans, 
Orthodox—on every side we have 
contacts. We are caught in the Ecu- 
menical Movement and that in the 
good providence of God cannot stop 
with federation. This being so, the 
most important factor in our own 
unity is to decide what we intend to 
do about it, to have a real policy. 
That does not mean the stating of 
terms as the convention resolution 
has asked the Commission to do. Such 
terms can become clear only as the 
practical issues are faced in the proc- 
ess of negotiations. To have a policy 
means precisely to decide on how we 
are to think of each other. And there 
is only one answer to that question. 
If we both have our place in our own 
Church today, both positions must be 
safeguarded in the Church of the 
future. We shall find every specific 
unity problem breaking our unity, 
making increasing discord rather than 
discordant harmony unless we are 
ready to apply to the unity problems 
the principles we find can alone give 
us internal unity. We cannot ask any 
Church with which we are dealing to 
accept, as a prerequisite, positions 
which we do not require of our own. 
We must give them the liberty which 
we possess. Our action must be inclu-

It is in my judgment of first im- 
portance that we should be working 
all the time towards organic unity, 
not mere inter-communion with the 
Orthodox Churches in America; but 
if the Evangelicals say to the Church 
“We cannot unite with these people 
unless they accept our reformed stand- 
ards”, we are stalled there precisely 
as we are stalled with the Presby- 
terians when the Anglo-Catholics say 
“We cannot unite with these people 
unless they accept our (the Anglo- 
Catholic) interpretation of the Epis- 
copate” or the sacraments or what not. 
There is only one way out. We must 
be as big in our dealings with the 
unity question as we are in practice 
in our own Church. The alternative 
is stagnation, a complacent little body 
set in between the Protestant and 
Catholic worlds, faltering, uncertain 
of its own mind, and recreant to the 


great opportunity which God has 


given it to exercise the ministry of 


reconciliation. 

8. And yet with all that I have said, 
the most important is still unsaid. 
Moral and spiritual values count more 
than anything else in all questions 
such as these. No policy, no attitude 
big or little can get us very far ahead 
unless Christian charity, that high 
love which is born of God who is 
Love, dominates all our relations with 
one another. 

The dominance of love will show 
itself in at least two ways. The first 


is in mutual trust. Our spiritual weak-

ness in this respect is tragic. We get 
along beautifully in many areas of 
our common life, believe in each 
other, think with pride of the out- 
standing men who hold or who in 
earlier generations held views op- 
posed to ours until some day there is 
an important post to be filled or a 
controversial question to be voted 
upon—then, all of a sudden we be- 
come suspicious of one another. We 
talk of the other side as playing poli- 
tics. What we may do is obviously 
above suspicion; but “those Anglo- 
Catholics”? “Those Evangelicals’’ ? 
That is a true statement, is it not? 
I think if we search our hearts we 
shall find that we are all guilty. Now 
as a matter of fact there is nothing 
wrong, there is everything right in 
trying to fill an important post with a 
man in whom we believe or to win 
a convention’s approval of a policy 
which we support. Such efforts be- 
come evil only when they are not 
open, when they take advantage of 


parliamentary tricks, when they as- 


sume that God’s way can be no other 
than that which we espouse. But we 
must get rid of suspicions. We must 
trust one another. When the going 
gets difficult we must remember that — 
after all we are brothers, in one fel- 
lowship united in all the great truths 
which make Christianity a life-giving 
faith. 

And the other way in which the 
dominance of love will show itself 
is that anything like schism becomes 
not only abhorrent but impossible. It

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Joy Over a 
Barracks Church 


“The arrival of the barracks church 
has been greeted by our congregation 
with great interest and joy,’ says a 
letter from Europe, quoted by Church 
World Service. ‘For the last year and 
a half we have held our services in an 
old people’s home, the only place 
available. You can understand our 
great joy and realize how thankful 
we are to all who have made this valu- 
able gift of an ecumenical church 
possible.” 

Another letter said: “Now this 
emergency church is rendering service 
in this town of ruins, of wretchedness 
and of misery. We give our heartfelt 
thanks to those who have provided us 
with a fold where we may gather our 
flock and preach God’s word.” 

Still another: “At eight o'clock in 
the morning the telephone rings and 
the. North Station goods office an- 
nounces, “Two trucks containing a 
wooden church! Great joy, the church 
for which we have waited so long has 
arrived. Soon the people are found 
who are ready to unload it. What 
material! Wood, sheet metal, and in 
one corner there is a tower, and also 
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cupboards, and even ovens are not 
missing.” 

Thus Church people in America 
are helping restore Christian worship 
in war-devastated countries, through 
their gifts to the Presiding Bishop's 
Fund for World Relief. 

A Church World Service report 
concludes: “In assistance to the 
Church forces, we seek to give impe- 
tus to the life of the Churches, for in 
the last resort the Churches them- 
selves, under the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, must achieve their own 
spiritual regeneration after the cata- 
clysms of war.” 


As Others Do It 

The Diocese of Kentucky has ini- 
tiated plans for psychiatric treatment 
of alcoholics in cooperation with Al- 
coholics Anonymous. The program 
will be put into effect at Norton Me- 
morial Infirmary, a Church hospital 
in Louisville. It is planned to have a 
ward in a new building which will 
accommodate about twenty alcoholic 
patients. 

The Diocese of South Caroline has 
voted to admit Negro clergymen and 
laymen to future diocesan conven- 
tions as delegates. The proposal in- 
volves a constitutional amendment, so

Its activities include 
religious education, a hot lunch proj- 
etc, all-day care for children of work- 
ing mothers, rhythm band, English 
and citizenship classes, cooking, can- 
ning and sewing classes, health classes, 
craft classes, dancing classes, mothers’ 
club, War Veterans’ Club, athletics 
for various age groups, teen-age clubs, 
library club, Girl Scouts, Brownies, 
Cubs, well-baby clinics, immunization 
clinics, and a special program of teas, 
suppers, parties and dances. 

Being a bishop of North Dakota is 
strenuous in winter time.

Bishop Bravid W. Harris of Li- 
beria reports that the Missionary Dis- 
trict has completed a money raising 
effort which resulted in $9,871.31, to 
be spent on the work there. This is 
the largest amount ever raised in Li- 
beria by any Church body, and, said 
Bishop Harris, “It is a distinct credit 
to our Churchmen.”

Forty Confirmed at 
Paso Robles 


In the presence of a congregation

Editing this book has 
been a labor of love on the part of 
Lewis for the man whose work was 
in large part responsible for bring- 
ing him into the Church. “In mak- 
ing this collection,” he writes, “I 
was discharging a debt of justice. I 
have never concealed the fact that I 
regarded him as my master; indeed, 
I fancy I have never written a book 
in which I did not quote from him.” 

Those who know Macdonald best 
through his books for children will 
regret that there are few excerpts 
from The Princess and the Goblin 
and The Princess and Curdie, and 
none from At the Back of the North 
Wind. Lewis himself feels the same 
regret and explains why it was so 
difficult to find satisfactory excerpts 
from these books. ‘The meaning, the 
suggestion, the radiance, is incarnate 
in the whole story: it is only by 
chance that you find any detachable 
merits.’’ This reviewer urges all who 
do not know the Curdie books to get 
them to read along with this book.

Council earlier in the year, a meeting 
was held at St. Paul’s Church, Salinas, 
on May 7th, 1947. There were pres- 
ent about forty men from several par- 
ishes of the Convocation of Monterey. 
The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix presented 
the Presiding Bishop’s Program for 
Laymen. It was gratifying, indeed, to 
observe the keen interest exhibited 
by the men present. A rather lively 
discussion ensued after the address, 
giving evidence that many of the men 
in that section of the Diocese are 
aware of the need of concerted effort 
by the men and that they are eager to 
be a part of this important movement. 

Within a short time other area 
meetings are to be held at which 
time specific problems and projects 
will be discussed. It is anticipated 
that from a humble beginning a 
straight-forward and telling work will 
be accomplished.

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Meeting of Church 
Unity Commission 

The Church Unity Commission ap- 
pointed by Bishop Block at the last 
Diocesan Convention held its first 
meeting on April 23. Dr. Rifenbark 
is the chairman and Dr. Diller of 
Mills College is the secretary. Bishop 
Parsons and Bishop Block addressed 
the meeting, sharing their views and 
hopes for the work of the Commis- 
sion during this triennium. 

‘It is the purpose of this group 
thoroughly to acquaint itself with the 
history of all efforts made by our 
Church in this field up to date and to 
study the present situation as regards 
the Presbyterian Church and other 
communions. There will be contact 
with the General Convention Com- 
mission on Church Unity and an ef- 
fort made to coordinate our work 
with theirs. 

Plans are in the making for some 
joint meetings with Christians of 
other communions within the Dio- 
cese. The chairman and secretary will 
be glad at any time to receive sugges- 
tions from clergy or laity for the con- 
sideration of the Commission.

Exercise full authority to make the 
1948 Synod meet the ideas expressed 
in this meeting. 

II—Resolved: That article IV of 

the Constitution be amended by the 
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addition of the following, to be let- 
tered as subsection E of Section 1: 


_ The Provincial Council shall establish 


a Standing Committee to be known as 
“The Committee on Synod Arrange- 
ments,” to consist of two Presbyters, 
two laymen, together with two rep- 
resentatives appointed by the Provin- 
cial Executive Board of the Woman's 
Auxiliary. 

This Committee shall set up per- 
manent records concerning the de- 
tails, requirements, materials, pro- 
gram and all arrangements for a meet- 
ing of Synod. It must investigate each 
proposed meeting place for Synod to 
determine whether or not the pro- 
posed site is suitable, reporting its 
recommendations to the September 
Stated Meeting of Council. 

This Committee shall prepare by 
February 10th annually an outline of 
details, program, arrangements and 
recommendations to be furnished 
each local committee on arrangements 
and shall act as the coordinating 
agency over the arrangements for each 
meeting of Synod.

has been one of the saddest features 
of these discussions of unity matters 
over the last few years that now and 
again the threat of schism is uttered. 
In the perhaps hasty word of indi- 
vidual leaders, in an occasional more 
or less official utterance, in at least 
one learned legal pamphlet we have 
heard the ominous threat. “If this 
or that is done, the Church will be 
split’ is the burden of the ‘prophet 


| 
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of doom.” 

There are three things to say about 
these threats. The first is that they 
are purely obstructionist. There has 
never so far as I know been any pro- 
posal for unity with other churches 
which in any way menaced the free- 
dom which Anglo-Catholic and Evan- 
gelical alike already possess. Schism 
would, I suppose, be inevitable and 
presumably justified if it contem- 
plated subscription on the part of the 
clergy to some definite Anglo-Cath- 
olic or Evangelical position. Nothing 
of the kind has ever been proposed. 
The legitimacy of those positions 
within the proposed United Church 
has never been questioned. 

The second point is that unity is 
hardly worth fighting for if it is 
maintained by the threat of schism. 
In the last century it was the Evan- 
gelicals ; it is now the Anglo-Catholics 
who threaten. Our present unity has, 


thanks to God, been kept because the 
great bulk of our people, clergy and 
laity, believe we should stick together. 
Unconsciously, for the most part, they 
see deeper than do those who 
threaten. 

And the third point is that such 
threats are altogether unworthy. We 
are all one in Christ. We are bound 
together by the great Catholic verities. 


We pray together, receive the Holy 


Communion together, work for mis- 
sions together, face the world to- 
gether. We are one in Christ. Let 
us trust one another; trust the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit in the difficult 
problems which await our decision, 
be patient, long suffering, forbearing 
one another in love. We need fear 
then no break in our unity; for God 
is Love and in God we cannot be 
divided. If we are to live and grow, 
our unity must be “discordant,” but 
love can make it harmony.

“The scientific method, though the 
most powerful tool which mankind 
has found for unlocking the secrets 
of nature, is not all-powerful. It car- 
ries us just far enough in our under- 
standing to make available for our 
use unimagined natural resources, but 
whenever we climb to a peak on the 
boundary of our knowledge, we find 
spread out before us a land of mys- 
tery and adventure. . . . Stripped of 
confusing details, belief in God is 
acceptance of the basic principle that 
the Universe makes sense, that there 
is behind it an ultimate purpose.”
